A Ship call d The Cherry , was lately caſt 
away , and all the men drown'd except Seven, 
who gor upon a Rock, and remaining there 
without any Stiſtenance, Five of the ſtrongeſt 


kill'd Two of their fellows, Eat their Fleſh, 
and drank their Blood,to allwage theic Hunger 
and Thirſt ; and thereby preſerved their own 
lives for the ſpace ot Sevendays and nights, 


After which 
Boats came and carried them to ſhore; where Two ofthe 
Five immediately died, one ran mad, and the other Two arc till 
alive and in health,at: eſting the Trath of what is here related.

We need not 
ſearch the muſty Records of Antiquity, nor 


be beholding onely to the teſtimony of Hi- 


ſtory, to prove the ſtupendious efics of Fa- 


mine: 'Twas that, when Feruſalem was in- 


veſted b yTitus, which cauſed tender Mothers - 


firſt to wap and afterwards eat their own 
dear Children : *'Twas that made not onely 
Cats and Dogs, bur Rats and all kind of Ver- 
nine ſeem Delicates to the half-famiſhtInha- 


bitants of Soguntum in Sp4in,at that memo- 
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fable Siege 3 which gave occaſion Tot the 
Proverb;to this day in uſe,Segnntine Fames. 
Bur amongſt all Examples of hardſhip, that 
we are poing to relate, happening about the 
beginning of A#gzſt laſt, may delervedly be 
reckoned as none of the leaſt ſad and remar- 
kable. 


The Ship call'd The Cherry (a Merchant. - 


man. b« longing to Denmarz ) bound for 
Holland, in her Voyage thither meeting with 
very foul and tempeſtuous weather for ſeve- 
ral days, {ſo that they were driven back upon 
their own Coaſts not far from the Town cf 


Halnftidt, was caſt away, all the Paſſengers 


ana Mariners being drown'd , excc ep: onely 
Seven, whoby their excellent skill and ubj- 
Iities in'Swimming, got ro a Rock ſtanding 


in the Sea, but wind ſghr of Land, and 


with 1ts top above the waves. Upon this 


they took ſhelter to reſt their weary Limbs, 


and with ſpreadingand waving their Cloaths 


and Caps rowards the Land, cndeavoured to: 


ſignifie to the Conntry people their diſtreſs 
and miſery ; butall in vain : for thoſe inhu- 


mane wretches, for a baſe ſordid reaſon that 
we. 
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we ſhall by and by accquaint you with, were 
nor yet ar leiſure to helpthem, 

So that continuing here on a bare Rock; 
without any Suſtenance whatſoever either to 
eat or drink, (for Sca-water increaſes Thirſt 
inſtead of aſlwaging it) their miſeries were 
tnexpreſſible. Ofcen they wiſhr themſelves 
dead, and yet the fight of Land and flatter- 
ig hows of Relp every minute, made them 
unwilling to die. To avoid which, at laſt 
they found it impoſſible, without ſomething 
co ſupport decaying Nature, and then Hun- 
ger, which (according to the Proverb) eaſily 
Breaks through Stone-walls , made no dif 
culcy of infringing the Laws of Nature, and 
prefcriptionsof Morality : Self-preſeryation 
1s the firſt Article in Nature s Magna Charta, 
and when they come in unavoidableCompe- 
tition with that, all other Cuſtoms - muſt 


' give place. In a word, they found the 
pinchings of Famine ſo intolerable , that

and Fat their Raw Fleſh, and Drank their 


Blood, praverviogs it as much as they could,

fince indeed 'ris but a ſpecies of killing ano-

 Aiter theſe remaining Five had continued | In 
thi: deplorable condition Seven days and nights, 
the Inhabitaats on the/ Land touch'd with Com- 
miſeration of 'their diſtreſs, which might-have 
extorted Picy from the cruelleſt Savages, ,made 
out . Baats 7 their Relief, and brought them 
miſerably languiſhing and hatf dead to ſhore ;

where Two of them, either by the diſagreeable-- 
neſs of ſuch unnatural food, or (as 'cis thought) 
eating other mear too greedily after ſo long and 
pining an Abſtinence,ſoon after they got to Land 


 gaveup the Ghoſt. A third refleting with hor- 


rour on what he had done in murdering Two of 
his friends,and eating humane Fleſh, the thoughts - 
thereof made ſuch ſtrange Impreſſions on his 
weak and crazie Brain, that he ran mad, and 
continues in a raving diſtrafted condition. The 
other T wo being perſons of a more vigorous cori-- 
{titution, though extreme weak, have made ſhift 
to ſurviveall theſe Calamities, and were lately 
brought faſe to Copenhagen, and therecontinue 


the Wonderand Diſcourſe of all that City.

Souls than frequently their Budies'for the get»
